Cite Two Food Stores 
On Price Violations 

Rationing Board Checks Store in Narberth 
and Ardmore; Threaten Drastic Action 
Against One Place 

Two food stores, two tailoring establishments and two 
dealers in work clothing and gloves are violating price ceil- 
ings, the Ardmore War Price and Rationing Board an- 
nounced this week. 




Violations were discovered in a 
routine check of stores in Uie 
Ardmore. Narberth. Wynnewood 
and Penn Wynne business sec- 
tions. 

As the merchants found over- 
charging their customers are first 
offenders, the Rationing Board, 
which rovers all Ardmore districts 
and the Borough of Narberth. are 
not divulging their names. 

Only in one case does (he Ra- 
tioning Board consider drastic ac- 
tion may be necessary. This is an 
Ardmore store that, deals in work 
clothing and gloves. To date the 
merchant, has been unable to pro- 
duce invoices .showing how much 
he paid for certain merchandise. 

During November volunteers of 
the price panel of the Rationing 
Board, under the supervision of 
Benjamin V. Ogden. chairman, 
visited 60 food stores in the bus- 
iness areas. They found three- 
quarters of these stores in com- 
pliance with the items checked. 
Of those not complying, two were 
charging over-ceiling prices and 
the others had failed to post pric- 
es as required by the regulations. 

Also, during November a sur- 
vey was made of the prices charg- 
ed for dry cleaning, laundry work, 
apparel alterations, automobile 
and electric appliance repairs. In 
this group, approximately 1:3 of 
the dealers were charging over- 
ceiling pric.eft. and the price pan- 
el are consulting with the viola- 
tors, insisting that prices be re- 
duced to the legal amount. 

A check was also made of stores 
selling work clothing and work 
gloves, of which there are only 
four in the area covered. Two of 
these were found to be violating 
the regulations, one of whom has 
since made the necessary correc- 
tions, and the other against whom 
the drastic action may be taken. 

Providing any of the merchants! 
refuse to comply with suggestions December 
of the price panel they will be 
subject to what is' known as the 
administrator's travel damage

Your letter was heartening. 

To be honest, it was the only Intelligent reply we received to our 
editorial — "Narberth Must Not Miss the Boat.'' 

We heard rumblings and mumblings along the street but they 
were weak whispers that, "something should be done about It." 

Such an attitude, such an indifference will never get Narberth or 
our business men any place. Someone has to carry the ball before the 
game is over. Let the merchants and the Borough leaders sit around 
ten more years bemoaning their fate and criticizing each other and 
there will be another Suburban Square in the Shortridge tract. Then 
they can whistle for the potential business that is now casting its 
shadow on their doorstep. 

Congratulations on your action as a former councilman in pro- 
posing an ordinance in 1930 to widen the Narberth business streets. 
But why didn't the 1930 Council sift out the unseeing arguments of 
the real estate interests and bring to bear the strong far-sighted, plan- 
ning logic that was behind your proposal. Or, if you were unable to 
rally the progressive viewpoint, why didn't Council take the bit in its. „. v 
teeth and pass the ordinance. The town gossips and the little fellows, j ing of 
who think cowpaths are synonymous with progress, might have 
lambasted your stand but today you would be receiving the blessings 
of the civic-minded. 

There are times when councilmanic bodies have to do more than 
propose. They have to take the leadership and such leadership is 
sometimes ahead of public opinion. 

That the law doesn't permit municipalities to do this or that is 
too often a. hideway for representatives of the people who are too 
lazy or uninformed to act, or. they may > be serving some other interests 
than the people's interest. 

It is not enough just to lay out an elaborate plan for the postwar 
period, plank it in the lap of the public and say, "take It or leave it." 
There are all kinds of progressive moves municipal governing officers 
can make if they are courageously interested In solving the obstructive 
problems of their community. For example, they can condemn land 
when it is necessary and they can set up public parking places where 
the busines section is choked with motor traffic.

Empower Sheriff 
To Collect Fines 

Delinquencies Total 
Approximately 

$120,000 

Sheriff Samuel M. Glass has 
been empowered to colled, approx- 
imately $120,000 in delinquent 
fines and costs imposed by Mont- 
gomery County court. 

The delinquent fines and costs 
have been accumulating for a 
number of years but nothing was 
done about it until recently Main 
and Company. Philadelphia ac- 
countants, were employed on a 
contract, for $11,000 to install cer- 
tain new bookkeeping systems. As- 
semblyman Henry C. Propert, 
Belhayres. elected as State repre- 
sentative in November, is em- 
ployed by the accounting firm. 

Becau.se the work is still under- 
way Propert has not revealed the 
exact amount involved. 

The Court's order permits the 
sheriff to collect fines and costs 
both delinquent and current; to 
distribute them to the proper par- 
ties "less any charges legally de- 
ductible by tiic sheriff for the ser- 
vices of himself or his deputies." 

Because the Sheriff's business is 
light when times are good and 
real estate is at a premium the 
new service is expected to bolster 
the income of his office.

L M/s Per Capita Tax Revenue High in 
State Report on Township Receipts 



Lower Merion Township, whose 
political leaders and public of- 
ficials have boa.sted one of the 
lowest tax rates in Pennsylvania, 
receives the third highest Per cap- 
ita tax revenue from its people 
of any first class township in the 
Commonwealth. 

What it loses from a low tax 
rate it makes up by having high- 
er property values and assess- 
ments so it amounts to the same 
thing as' far as the taxpayer's 
pocketbook is concerned. 

The report on per capita rev- 
enues for first class townships (as 
of 1942» was prepared by Dr. H. 
F. Alderfer. director of the State 
Bureau of Municipal Affairs. It 
covers 60 townships. 

Lower Merion's per. capita tax 
revenue is $19.77. Neville Town- 
ship is first with a per capita tax 



revenue of $44.03 and Mifflin sec- 
ond with $22.34. On the list 22 
townships had more than $10 per 
capita: 22 townships had from $5 
to $10. and 16 townships had un- 
der $5 per capita. 

Haverford Township had a per 
capita tax revenue of $15.15. 

In the report the population of 
Lower Merion is listed as 39,566 
and Haverford at 27,594. 

Two other sources of per cap- 
ita revenue for operating the 
township governments, are listed' 
in the report. These are the per 
capita receipts from licenses and 
permits which include beverage 
license fees returned by the State 
and fees from building, street.' 
plumbing and health licenses: al- 
so, per capita departmental earn- 
ings which include sewer rents
